Blaze  Of  Fireworks  Ignited  By  Defense; 
Judge  Overrules  Demands  In  Ruby  Trial 


DALLAS,  (UPI)  — Defense 
attorneys  ignited  a blazing  dis- 
play of  fireworks  at  Jack  Ruby’s 
trial  Tuesday,  demanding  in  rap- 
id sequence  a mistrial,  a change 
of  venue  and  a contempt  of  court 
citation  for  the  “white  livered” 
district  attorney. 

JUDGE  JOE  B.  BROWN,  in 
turn  overruled  them,  and  fined 
Assistant  Defense  Attorney  Joe 
H Tonahill  for  contempt  and 
threatened  Chief  Defense  Coun- 
sel Melvin  Belli  with  more  of  the 
same. 

The  attorneys  for  Lee  Harvey 
Oswald’s  slayer  blew  up  in  court 
and  in  the  judge’s  chambers  as 
Ruby  sat  quietly  watching  and 
listening  while  both  sides  fenced 


with  the  delicate  job  of  selecting 
the  final  two  jurors. 

TONAHILL  COULD  be  heard 
in  chambers  denouncing  as  “sub- 
versive” the  head  of  a national 
epilepsy  organization  who  dis- 
tributed in  the  corridors  pamph- 
lets in  defense  of  epileptics. 

Belli  shouted  in  chambers  that 
Dist.  Atty.  Henry  Wade  was 
“white-livered,”  and  should  be 
cited  for  contempt  because,  they 
said,  he  knew  of  plans  to  dis- 
tribute the  pamphlets. 

The  judge  kept  telling  Tonahill 
to  “hush,  Joe.” 

Belli  was  threatened  with  con- 
tempt when  he  accused  Wade  of 
insulting  Negroes  and  bringing 
in  outsiders  to  “contaminate  the 
jury.”

Textiles  Discussed 


Man  has  never  been  able  to 
make  a fabric  as  good  as  cotton 
and  silk  which  were  made  by  our 
Creator  said  Miss  Verda  Griner 
of  the  College  of  Family  Living 
at  the  Homemakers  Roundup 
Monday. 

Miss  Griner  explained  that  the 
Textile  Fiber  Identification  Act 
of  1960  helps  homemakers  be- 
cause it  requires  that  each  textile 
fiber  product  must  carry  a label 
which  gives  the  name  of  the  fiber 
used  in  the  garment. 

Seven  keys  to  garment  buying 
were  repeated  by  Miss  Griner. 
They  were  fiber  content,  yarn 
construction,  fiber  construction, 
dying  and  printing,  finishes  used, 
decorative  design  and  garment 
construction. 

“Even  the  size  ol  stitch  in  a 
garment  can  help  determine  how 
long  it  will  wear,”  said  Miss 
Griner. 

“There  are  different  qualities 


and  grades  in  all  fibers,”  explain- 
ed Miss  Griner.  “Quality  should 
be  considered  as  much  as  the  fab- 
ric,” she  said. 

Ralph  Peterson,  a chemical  en- 
gineering student,  gave  a demon- 
stration on  how  nylon  is  made. 
He  explained  that  nylon  is  strong 
because  the  molecules  are  lined 
up  end  to  end.

For  instance,  they  set  a fresh- 
man scoring  record  here  Friday 
in  their  game  with  Carbon  Col- 
lege, 127-58,  and  then  turned 
right  around  to  break  their  own 
record  the  following  night,  beat- 
ing Weber,  128-86.
